The commissioner has retaineé conscious- 
ness, but is suffering great pain. The at- 
tending physicians pronounce the wound se- 
rious, but hope for Sir Edward’s recovery. 


Famed for Police Work, 

Sir Edward has achieved ah international 
reputation as a police official.’ He has long 
been an adyocate of the widest kind of free 
speech—of allowing all sorts of stréet meet- 
ings of agitators, without interference. At 
the same time he is a well know orlminol- 
ogist. He introduced in London the Anger 
print system of }dentifying criminals, the 
working of which e tem he studied care- 
fully ‘while serving about 1881 as trispector

Wilson Bill Appears Sure of Pas- 
sage by Senate After It Re- 
convenes on Monday.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 
The final session of the sixty-second con- 
gress, which opens on Monday, may be made 
notable by the enactment of legislation 
granting freedom to the last of American 


Slaves. 

One hundred and seventy-five thousand 
American seamen will be UÜberated from the 
condition of serfdom in which they live if 
the plans of the Republican and Democratic 
leaders ard ¢arried out, 

The house of representatives l has 
passed a bill making a long step in this di- 
rection and at the same time assuring great- 
er protection for those who travel across the 
seas or the great lakes. The senate proposes 
to act in line with the house and the result 
Is expected to be a measure which will make 
the life of the merchant sailor more endur- 
able and more attractive to those young men 
who have the “itch of the sea.“ 


Wilson Bill Aids Seamen. 

During the closing days of the last session 
the hpuse passed a bill fathered by Represent- 
ative Wilson of Pennsylvanie, to abolish 
the involuntary serwtude imposed upon sea- 
men in the merchant marine of the United 
States and in foreign ports; the involuntary 
servitude imposed upon seamen of the mer- 
chant marine of foreign countries while in 
ports of the United States; to prevent un- 
skilled manning of American vessels; to en- 


courage the training of boys for the Amer- : 


ican merchant marine; for the further pro- 
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tection of life at eea. and to mend the laws

handle the ship and to care for the lite boa ta. 

Instead of the men being confined to sev- 
enty-two cubic feet of space they will have 
100 cubic feet, if the bill becomes a law.

In the Thirty-first district Shaver, Repub- 
lican, was winner over Seif, Democrat, by 
votes There also may be a contest in 
this district. 


Lone City Ward Carried by~Taft. 


President Taft carried just one ward in 
Chicago in the recent election. It was the 
Seventeenth, over on the northwest side, 
where there was a close finish for the three 
leading candidates. Taft's official lead over 
Col. Roosevelt there is 41. 

Theodore Roosevelt carried seventeen 
wards against Woodrow Wilson. His low- 
est plurality over the next president was 414, 
registered in the Fourteenth, the home ball- 
iwick of Postmaster Dan Campbell and 
Roger C. Bullivan. The banner Roosevelt 
ward was the Thirty-third, where the 
colonel’s lead over Gov. Wilepn ran to 4421. 

Roosevelt ran second to Gov. Wilson in 
twelve wards. Wilson carried the Thirty- 
fourth, the old Lorimer bailiwick, by 2566 over 
the colonel, and carried the rest by plurall- 
ties over Roosevelt, running up to 1,450 in 
the Thirtieth. 


Wilson’s Plurality in State. 

The plurality for Wilson im Illinois is offi- 
olally shown to be 18,570. The vote was: 
Roosevelt, 386,478; Wilson, 405,046; Taft, 253,- 
613; Debs, 81,278; Chain, 16,710; Relmer, 
4,066. 

For governor, Dunne's official plurality 
is 124,645. He received 448,120 votes, De- 
neen received 818,475, and Funk, 908,401, 
giving Deneen a lead over Funk of 15,074, 
although Funk led in Cook county. Kennedy, 
Socialist candidate, had 78,679 votes; Worrell. 
Prohibitionist, about 16,281, and Francis, So- 
clalist Laborite, received 3,080. .

A Stenographer’s System. 

“I am a public stenographer and, of course, 
do not make any specific amount: My mother 
and I live together. We keep up a six room 
modern house and we live very close in, thus 
saving car fare. I figured the difference in 
rent could be made up by renting a room 
and also save car fare, time, etc. By actual 
figures, while I pay $6 more rent at this place 
— where I formerly lived, I save, by renting 

one room, 84 a month on the rent besides from 
$3 to $3.50 car fare each month, making a total 
of from $7 to $7.50 a month. The only ex- 
pense I have here that I did not have at the 
other house is the electric bill, which when 
the highest is never over $1.25 as we do not 
burn electricity extravagantly, turniug off the 
current in the rooms we leave. We send our 
clothes to the wet wash,.5 cents a pound, and 
do our own ironing. My mother sews and in 
this way we get a 10 per cent dreasmaker's 
discount and a garment costing wie $15 to $18, 

y mother making it, would cost at a store from 
$30 to $36. I buy good material: I purchase 
most of my clothes made only when I 
| wish something that I do not feel like paying 
any exorbitant price for. Then I have it 
and get a first class well made garment fo 
about half the purchase price at the store and 


I never dress in extreme styles. I play Mrs. 
Rummage, watching for sales. For instance, 
‘when I need a suit for work and find one that 
suits me in style, material, etc., and I consider 
it well. worth the money, I purchase it. I do 
the same with waists and gloves. When I 
find quality in them I buy them. 

“My good waists I, as a rule, pay a good 
price for as they wear from two to three 
times longer, feel more comfortable and do not 
shrink nor look as cheap as the cheaper ones do, 
They are better made and not fll fitting after 
being laundered. I save laundry by wearing 
soft silk waists to work in. When I do wear 
a white waist I wear short sleeves as I would 
much rather wash my arms than wear a watst 
soiled from elbow to cuff. I usually purchase 
good tats, as they keep their shape and color 
much better. than cheap ones and are. easily 
cleaned up and retrimmed. I always buy good 
shecs.as they last much longer than cheap 
ones. I buy guranteed hose as I cannot wear 
cotton or silk Usle any length of time and a 
bex and a half usually last me a year in the 
guaranteed hose. While in the beginning they 
cost a trifie more they are cheaper in the end. 
I purchase a high waist skirt and when I grow 
tired of wearing it as a skirt I attach a silk 
waist to it and make a one piece dress. I also 
find that by saving my dimes and pennies that I 
have plenty of change to buy Christmas pres- 
ents and purchase things I want badly and do 
not feel like taking the money from my purse 
to buy. One would be surprised to find how 
much they can save it that way. When I feel 
extra: ‘flush’ on money I drop in an extra quar- 
ter or half dollar just for luck and it. soon 
counts up.

“Don't be a little frog in a sem!-fashionable 
pond. Be a fairly good sized frog in a medium 
class neighborhood. Clear your house in five or 
six years with monthly payments. Have your 
mortgage run five years, payable on or before. 
What if you do have to pay $50 or so interest? 
You must be content to pay that in order to 
save what you pay for a year in monthly notes. 
The two put together would just about equal 
the sum you have been putting in another 
man’s ket for rent. Remember that the lit- 
tle house is the first step to a home. Also that 
there — two classes of people. Those who own 
their own homes and add something to the 
world and those who pay the piper (otherwise 
the landlord) and when old age overtakes them 
they have less than a tooth pick.

The Little Things That Count. 

“Let us always remember that it ig the lit- 
tle things that count. How often at a dress 
goods counter or for that matter at any caun- 
ter where goods are sold by the yard, one may 
hear this remark: ‘I think that will be enough, 
but you may give me an extra yard or half a 
yard so I will be certain to have plenty.’ Nine 
cases out of ten that extra yard or half a 
yard’ isn’t needed. The money is invested, 
the goods are of no particular value—the 
money is simply thrown away. 

“We live in a small flat, clean and new, and 
have every convenience, but I am always try- 
ing to economize and see how far I can make 
the money reach. I have a system about my 
meals that enables me to prepare and serve 
them easily. Our breakfast is. a very simple 
meal, but always something different, and while 
plain is the best. I always get the best butter, 
eggs, and bread. For dinner I serve meat, 
potatoes, and one vegetable, some dessert, some- 
times a salad, and very often pickles, pre- 
serves or jelly of my own make, 

“I notice that some condemn the vegetable 
peddler. One calls at our place three times 
a week. His vegetables are a little cheaper 
than those at the grocery and are always the 
freshest and best. I have always found it 
profitable to buy vegetables this way. 

“TI Lave several little ways for saving that 
I try to believe are all my own. I keep paper 
lighters on my gas range to save matches. I 
cold-starch and iron my husband's shirts. I 
save the odds and ends of all kinds of soap, 
put them in a glass jar, pour hot water over 
them, and use the solution for cleaning the 
kitchen and bathroom floor® I buy my lard 
in the leaf and render it myself. The actual 
saving in mony is not so great, but the lard 
is so sweet and pure it is worth the effort. 


“When my husband's shirts are frayed. at 


the cuff the body is always good, and I keep 
myself well supplied with little aprons made 
from them,
